Tlie Sun’s cable epeciM Iroin I/m- 
don gives an interesting account of 
the deuth of Actort Crozier, coupling 
with the history of other stsge trag- 
edies. Some >ear« ego at Manchester 
one ol the combatants in the duel in 
"Romeo and Juliet" was killed in 
much the same way «R Crozier. Many 
actors can recall accidents more or 
less serious on the atage cause by the 
use ot teal weapons by actors who 
lose their beads in the excitement ol 
their personations 

Feebler injured his opponent Geo 
Viuing. in the last nctol “The Duke’s 
Motto." Ch tries Warner once re- 
ceived .1 sharp dagger til rust, ol which 
he still retains the scar. Only a few 
months ago Gordon Craig, playing 
“Macduff," laid on with such energy 
that Macbeth's sword was shattered 
and its bearer was badly hurt. 

The killing of Crczier will probab- 
ly result in the enforced useof “prop- 
erty" or sham daggers on the stage, 
lor a time at least. The weapon used 
by Mr Franks on Monday night was 
his own property, a gift to him from 
the late Ada Cavendish. He discard- 
ed the property dagger tielonging to 
tlie lheater--tlic usuil trick weapon, 
the i^le of which recedes two or 
three inches into the handle when the 
jioint is pressed against a man's body. 

The tragedy took place in the last 
moments ol the play. “The Sius ol 
the Night," which was being per- 
formed for the first time. Franks 
played tlie part of a revengful Creole 
and the unfortunate Crozier was the 
Spanish villain ot the piece. Just as 
the cuitain falls the Creole tails npon 
the Spaniard and stabs him with the 
words, "Now, my sister is avenged.” 
Tha villain falls apparently dying, 
and none of the audience imagined 
the realism was a reality, although 
the dagger was left sticking in the ac- 
tor's breast. 

The cuitain went down at once and 
the house applauded gentrously. One 
I ol the company on the stage saw 
what had happened, went quickly to 
: tlie prostrate man. drew out the 
weapon and asked him if he was bad- 
j lv hurt. 

"It's all right, don't weary," was 
tlie reply. Then the other whisper- 
ed to him to "Be brave." while the 
curtains went up on the tableau in re- 
sponse to the demands of the audi- 
ence. The actor breathed his last In 
that moment when the house cheered 
lustily tlie final tableau.

In a state ol nature small birds flit 
about and sing only during daylight, 
and they always retire to rest at sun- 
down. You must look out lor this il 
you keep your birds iu cages. They 
do not understand that they had bet- 
ter keep silent alter the lamps are 
lighted. They instinctively keep on 
singing, as il it were daylight. The 
immediate effect of this is that the 
birds become over-latigued; they arc 
apt to moult; grow thin, suffer liom 
exhaustion, and quickly perish. The 
cage should be removed to a darken- 
ed room at nightfall; or. if this is not 
convenient, cover up the cage with a 
dark cloth before lighting the lamps. 
In covering the cage care should be 
taken so to arrange the cloth that the 
bird can have plenty of air In re- 
moving birds Irom one room to an- 
other it is important to see that there 
is no change in temperati re. If re- 
moved to a different temperature 
there is a .strong chance that they 
will begin to moult, which generally 
lead to something serious Remem- 
ber that Nature supplies a coat to 
suit heat or cold in which her creat- 
ures are placed, and that smh'en and 
frequent changes in temperature are 
a severe tax upon a bird's vitality. 

The o'jrct in the construction of a 
bird's cage should be to lurnish plen- 
ty of light mid sir. and the cage 
sllouMalways be ki pt perfectly clean. 
It is well to h ive a night covering of 
dark cl ah which should cover the 
top ol the cage and extend hall way 
down the side*, ns many bird , are
